NO. 1881.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of Section 
241 of the Government of India Act, 1985 as adapted by the India (Provisional 
Constitution) Order 1947 the Governor General is pleased to direet that the fol- 
lowing amendments shall be made in the Civilians in Defence Services (Revi- 
sion of Pay) Rules 1947, namely: —

In column 1 for 'Name of Post’, in Group F

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(2) the desirability and feasibility of integrating Federal Finanoe in Indian 
States and Un.ons of States with that of the rest of India, to the 
end that a uniform system of Federal Finance may be established 
throughout the Dominion of India; 

(8) whether, and if so, the extent to which, tho process of so integrating 
Federal Finance in the Indian States and Unions with that of the 
rest, of India should be gradual and the manner in which it should 
be brought about; and tho maohinery requ red for this purpose, 
especially us regards the legislative groundwork and the adminis- 
trative organisation necessary for the imposition, assessment and 
collection of Federal Taxes; 

(4) the results of such a pol’uy of integrating Federal Finance upon the 

finances of Indian States and Unions and tho consequential finan- 
cial adjustments and relatious which should subsist between the 
Governments of tho Indian States and Unions on the one hand 
and the Government of India on the other; 

(5) the measures which the Committee may consider necessary and/or 

desirable for revising, in the light of present day conditions and 
standards and having regard to the requirements of modern 
administration, the structure of Provincial Finaneo and, in parti- 
cular, the levels and sources of Provincial Revenues in Indian 
States and Unions of States; 

(0) any other consequential and/or cognate matters which the Com- 
mittee may consider as arising out of the foregoing temiB of 
reference.”
